The Fifty-First Annual Race for the Maryland Hunt Cup and the Fourth Race 
for the Challenge Cup presented in memory of the late Redmond C. Stewart, 
will be run on Saturday, April 26, 1947 at 4:00 P. M., under sanction of the 
Hunts Committee of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association; 
Weights: 4-year-olds 150 pounds; 5-year-olds 160 pounds; 6-year-olds and 
upward, 165 pounds; 4-year-olds which have never won a race over timber 
allowed 5 pounds; 5-year-olds and upward which have never won a race over 
timber 10 pounds; no sex or half-bred allowance; no allowance for riders and 
no other allowance. Owners acceptable to the Committee. Amateur riders hold¬ 
ing certificates from the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association or those 
eligible for the same. Start and finish on the estate of Mr. J. W. Y. Martin, 
Worthington Valley. The course will be the same as in pre-war years. Dis¬ 
tance about four miles. 

Conditions for the new Challenge Cup to be the same as for the old Challenge 
Cup. It will be held by the owner of the winning horse each year, and become 
the permanent possession of the owner winning the Maryland Hunt Cup three 
times, not necessarily with the same horse nor by successive wins.

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Maryland-bred Registrations 


There still exists a certain amount of 
confusion, particularly in the minds of new 
breeders, as to the qualifications of a Mary- 
land-bred for the purposes of running in 
the restricted races for these horses and for 
eligibility to Maryland-bred bonus pay¬ 
ments. We print again, therefore, the rules 
of the Maryland Racing Commission gov¬ 
erning Maryland-bred races and bonus 
payments. It is pointed out that all Mary¬ 
land-bred foals of 1945, that is, now two- 
year-olds, must be registered with the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
prior to March 15 if they are to benefit by 
the $2 fee in force up to that time. Any 
horse not registered by March 15 will be 
subject to a registration fee of $10. Mary¬ 
land-bred registration blanks are mailed 
out to all breeders of record February 1. 
If you do not receive any blanks, or if you 
need more, they are available at the 
Breeders’ Association’s office, 1 Dixie 
Drive, Towson 4, Maryland. 

Rule 227A: To be eligible to start in race exclu¬ 
sively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse must 
be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. To qualify for such registration the said 
horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of 
the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either 
the produce of a mare covered in Maryland the pre¬ 
vious season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal 
and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the 
birth of said foal. 

February, 1947 


A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is 
the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the re¬ 
fusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association to 
register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission, and the decision of the Commission 
shall be final. 

228: Each applicant awarded a license to conduct 
a race meeting at any mile track within the State of 
Maryland, from and after the date of this rule, shall 
by acceptance of such license be deemed to have 
agreed as a condition of the grant thereof, that such 
licensee shall within thirty (30) days after the expira¬ 
tion of such meeting, pay to the breeder of each 
horse winning each race at such meeting, if said horse 
was foaled in the State of Maryland, and is duly regis¬ 
tered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, 
and the race is not limited to Maryland Bred Horses, 
as follows: In each race in which the value of the 
purse to the winner is $2,500.00 or less, two hundred 
and fifty dollars ($250.00); in all races in which the 
value of the purse to the winner is more than 
$2,500.00, five hundred dollars ($500.00); provided, 
that if the breeder of any such winning horse shall 
not be living at the time of such race, no such pay¬ 
ment shall be required, except when the deceased was 
the owner of a farm used at the time of his death in 
the breeding of Thoroughbred race horses, and the 
breeding of said horses is continued in operation on 
a basis substantially unchanged, and provided further, 
that the sum so to be paid shall not in any case be 
deducted from the amount of the purse, nor shall it 
be required when the purse includes the award to the 
breeder equal to or greater than the amounts above 
specified, and provided further, that any amount so 
paid shall not be included in estimating the value of 
the race to the winner. 

228A: Each applicant awarded a license to conduct 
a race meeting at any county fair track (called minor 
tracks, of less than a mile) within the State of Mary¬ 
land, from and after the date of this rule, shall by 
acceptance of such license be deemed to have agreed 
as a condition of the grant thereof, that such licensee 
shall within thirty (30) days after the expiration of 
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such meeting, pay to the breeder of each horse win¬ 
ning each race at such meeting, if said horse was 
foaled in the State of Maryland, and is duly registered 
with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, and 
the race is not limited to Maryland bred horses, a sum 
equal to ten per cent (10%) of the purse without 
deductions. If the breeder of any such winning horse 
shall not be living at the time of such race, no such 
payment shall be required, except when the deceased 
was the owner of a farm used at the time of his death 
in the breeding of Thoroughbred race horses, and the 
breeding of said horses is continued in operation on 
a basis substantially unchanged; and provided further, 
that the sum so to be paid shall not in any case be 
deducted from the amount of the purse, nor shall it 
be required when the purse includes the award to the 
breeder equal to or greater than the amount above 
specified; and provided further, that any amounts so 
paid shall not be included in estimating the value of 
the race to the winner. 

Special Meeting 

Some fifty voting members (Breeder- 
Owners) of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association met January 7 at the Southern 
Hotel to discuss various matters of impor¬ 
tance to the industry. President Joseph F. 
Flanagan was in the chair and immedi¬ 
ately following lunch threw the meeting 
open, inviting any member present to 
bring up. First order of business was a 
lengthy and lively discussion of whether 
or not, as proposed by J. Yancey Christ¬ 
mas, the Maryland Racing Commission 
should be requested to order all Maryland 
racetracks to stage a Maryland-bred race 
each day. 

While proponents of the motion urged 
that local racing owed such a move to 
local breeders, the opposition pointed out 
that thus would one-eighth of all racing 
be enclosed by a tariff wall that would, of 
necessity, lower the quality in time of the 
horses it protected, as well as tending to 
keep away from the state’s tracks other 
stables who would have less opportunity 
to race their stock. Varied views were 
offered by many participants in the debate, 
and it was finally decided to submit the 
motion to the entire voting membership 
for a written vote. February 20 is the 
deadline for the return of ballots, so at 


this writing, it is impossible to tell what 
the result will be, though the trend is to¬ 
wards the opposition view. We shall re¬ 
port the final balloting in our next issue. 

It was moved that the Association 
should declare itself in favor of the pro¬ 
posed extension of Maryland’s racing days 
from the present 100 at the milers and 50 
at the minors to 120 for the former and 
60 for the latter. There was much discus¬ 
sion on the wisdom of this thought, and, 
when put to the vote of those present, the 
sentiment was strongly in opposition to 
extension of the present racing season. 

The question of definition of the word 
"Return” in connection with stallions’ 
services was discussed. The Association 
will endeavor to get this matter straight¬ 
ened out satisfactorily before next season. 

Maryland Draft Horse Association 

Subsequent to the regular meeting of 
the Maryland Stockmen’s Association, 
held as part of the Farm Bureau Conven¬ 
tion, January 8, a group of Maryland 
horsemen and women interested in the 
draft horse met in the Lord Baltimore 
Hotel to form the Maryland Draft Horse 
Association. After discussion of the future 
of the horse on Maryland farms it was 
agreed that a wise move would be to form 
the above named organization to represent 
those interested in all the draft breeds and 
to combine efforts to aid in promotion of 
our pure-bred stock. 

Dan Wight, President of Monocacy 
Farms, leading Percheron breeders of the 
state and located at Frederick, was elected 
President. Joseph W. Shirley, enthusiastic 
Clydesdale breeder, of Chartley Farm, of 
Reisterstown, was named Vice-President, 
while the arduous duties of Secretary- 
Treasurer fell to Humphrey S. Finney, 
Field Secretary of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, whose office is at 
Towson. Elected directors were Charles 
Stultz, well known Belgian breeder of 
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Smithburg, Washington County; Warren 
Howes, keen young Percheron fancier and 
leading 4-H horseman, of Laytonsville, 
Montgomery County; Dean Bedford, 
Clydesdale enthusiast, member of Timoni- 
urn's Board of Managers, and Superin¬ 
tendent of the State Fair’s Draft Horse 
Department, and Herschell Allen, Jr., 
Suffolk breeder and Shorthorn fancier, of 
Phoenix. Joseph M. Vial, Animal Exten¬ 
sion Specialist, of the University of Mary¬ 
land at College Park, will also serve on the 
Board of Directors. 

The Directors met at Towson subse¬ 
quent to the organization meeting, plans 
were laid for a series of meetings to be 
held at various points in the state, and a 
programme of public relations was decided 
upon. It is planned that an attempt will 
be made to have more draft classes and 
more pulling classes at the county fairs. 
Further plans will be announced later. 

Horse Shows Association's 
Meeting 

The eleventh annual meeting of the 
Association of Maryland Horse Shows was 
held at Baltimore’s Sheraton-Belvedere 
Hotel, Wednesday, January 8, with the 
largest attendance present in the history of 
the organization. The President, Henry A. 
Dentry, opened the meeting with a report 
on the condition of the association, this 
indicating steady and notable growth in 
the first post-war season of showing. There 
were 34 member shows in 1946, 12 more 
than the score for 1945. The report made 
by the president covered all phases of the 
organization’s activities, citing numbers of 
members, activities of judges, delinquent 
shows, etc., winding up with the year’s 
highlight, the McDonogh Field Day, when 
a great day of races, shows, good food and 
a meeting wherein the year’s awards were 
made put a strong finish to a good year. 

A telegram was read from former Presi- 
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dent Hugo Hoffmann, at present in hos¬ 
pital and unable to be on hand for the first 
time for many years, in which he wished 
the association good luck and regretted his 
inability to be present. The election of 
officers followed, with the incumbent, 
Henry A. Dentry, unanimously elected to 
the presidency and Henry L. Straus, 
M.F.H. of the Carrollton Hounds elected 
to the vice-presidency. This year the dual 
offices of secretary and treasurer will be 
combined, and Miss Lillian Luke, who had 
performed such yeoman service last year, 
was unanimously elected to this office. 

Elected Directors were the following: 
Mrs. W. Graham Boyce, Walter J. Appel, 
George P. Edel, Humphrey S. Finney, 
Howard O. Firor, Hugo R. Hoffmann, 
Victor P. Noyes, Danny Shea. The mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Governors for the 
ensuing year will be W. Delamere Ake- 
hurst, William D. Amoss, Howard O. 
Firor, Dr. C. Howard Scheid and William 
A. Sehlhorst. Following the election Mr. 
Dentry again took the chair, thanking the 
association for its vote of confidence. Mr. 
Dentry then called for "new business” 
which resulted in a livening of the meeting 
immediately, with the Green Hunter Rule 
the main subject of discussion. Many were 
the views expressed, the final outcome 
being a relaxation of Maryland’s present 
rule to allow a Green Hunter to show as 
much for two calendar years from the date 
of its first show. 

The much disputed Owner-Rider Hunt¬ 
er class was next up for discussion, though 
the question was not as hot as that of the 
green hunters. It was finally decided that 
an owner himself (or herself) and his or 
her sons, or daughters, or grandsons or 
granddaughters would be eligible to show 
the entries, but brothers or sisters or other 
relations would not. Nor will points won 
in this class be counted in the future to 
the association’s championship awards. 

It was further decided that all ponies 
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must be measured and issued a card show¬ 
ing their heights before their first shows. 
Further, it was decided that any and all 
horses competing for the Association’s 
trophies must be registered with the or¬ 
ganization at the nominal fee of $1.00. 
The question of raising the age limit of 
junior riders was discussed, the result being 
that this remains in status quo. The show 
dates approved are carried in our Sporting 
Calendar. 

1947 Maryland Hunter Show 

Considerable broadening of its scope is 
planned for the 1947 Maryland Hunter 
Show, which will leave its former location 
in the Worthington Valley this year and 
move to Maryland’s agricultural centre, 
the Timonium Fair Grounds. The date 
also has been changed with this year’s 
affair planned for June 19, 20, 21, 22, a 
Thursday afternoon to Sunday schedule. 
Furthermore, it is planned to include 
classes for saddle horses, Tennessee walk¬ 
ers, roadsters and standard-breds as well 
as hunter and ponies in the show’s cata¬ 
logue, together with a well-rounded list of 
breeding events. The show will be staged 
in front of the grandstand, with the in-field 
used for the outside course for the hunters. 
This move will be welcomed by the men 
who have to find places to eat and sleep in 
comfort while attending to the show 
horses and ponies. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Hunter 
Show it was voted that the following 
should comprise the Board of Directors for 
the ensuing year: Henry A. Dentry, Dr. 
J. Wesley Edel, Humphrey S. Finney, 
Howard O. Firor, Hugo R. Hoffmann, 
Maj. Louis E. Lamborn, Mrs. John T. 
Menzies, Jr., Mrs. Henry Obre, Augustus 
Riggs III, Dr. C. Howard Scheid, Danny 
Shea, Henry L. Straus and Mrs. Charles 
W. Williams. Honorary Directors are 
Messrs. D. Sterett Gittings and C. Wilbur 
Miller. At the first meeting of the Board 


of Directors the following officers were 
elected: President, Dr. J. Wesley Edel; 
Vice-President, Humphrey S. Finney; 
Secretary-Treasurer, Mrs. Henry Obre; 
Assistant Secretary-Treasurer, Mrs. Barton 
Gary. 

The President reported a considerable 
increase in membership over this time last 
year, and reported that Hugo R. Hoff¬ 
mann, former Secretary-Treasurer was still 
too ill for his doctors to permit his taking 
any active interest in the show this year. 
The annual meeting drew the largest at¬ 
tendance of any heretofore held. Dr. Edel 
announced that he had appointed Hum¬ 
phrey S. Finney General Chairman of the 
Horse Show Committee. It is expected 
that the various other committees which 
will have charge of the show will soon be 
announced. 

Winners for Country Life 

The Country Life Farm of Adolphe 
Pons, at Bel Air, now ably managed by 
son John, has furnished a couple of 
Maryland-bred "firsts” this winter. The 
consistent and speedy Trojan Fleet, first 
Maryland-bred stakes winner of 1947, and 
a performer in the colors of Baltimore’s 
Bruce Livie, is a product of the Pons stud 
farm. The same is true of the smart juve¬ 
nile colt Daubesse, son of Dauber and 
*Druidesse II, which was the first locally 
raised juvenile to score in Hialeah’s two- 
year-old races. Daubesse is the produce of 
a French mare purchased by Pons from 
the David J. Lit Estate, the colt having 
been later sold to Ray Bryson along with 
his dam.

Statement of The Jockey Club, as Keeper 
of the American Stud Book, to the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders of America regarding 
Horses Imported from Germany by the 
Kemount Service. 

Regarding the applications made to The 
Jockey Club in 1946 by the Remount 
Service of the United States Army for the 
registration in the American Stud Book of 
horses imported from Germany, so much 
confusion has arisen from published arti¬ 
cles that it has been deemed advisable to 
issue this statement in the hope that it will 
clarify the matter. 

The Jockey Club cannot be equipped 
to make its own investigations in foreign 
countries. It must necessarily depend upon 
the records and certificates of the estab¬ 
lished and trusted turf authorities in those 
countries. In respect of German thorough¬ 
breds, it formerly accepted certificates of 
the organization known as the Union Club 
of Berlin. 

Two applications were made by the Re¬ 
mount Service in 1946 for the registration 
of imported horses. The first application 
was made in January, and the second ap¬ 
plication was made in September. By the 
first application registration was sought 
for various horses, some of which are 
stated to be the produce of horses taken 
by the German Army from France. By 
the second application registration was re¬ 
quested for 18 horses stated to be of purely 
German origin. 

At about the time of the first applica¬ 
tion the French turf authorities had estab¬ 
lished a basis on which horses taken by 
the Germans from France, and the pro¬ 
duce of such horses, might be "repatriated” 
into France. They requested that those 
horses and their produce be not registered 
in the United States or Great Britain pend¬ 
ing determination of their eligibility. This 
request related only to the French horses 

February, 1947 


and their produce, not to any other horses. 
This is the only request or suggestion re¬ 
ceived from French authorities concerning 
the registration in our Stud Book of any 
horses included in the applications made 
by the Remount Service. No such request 
or suggestion has been received from 
British authorities. The matter of identi¬ 
fication of the French horses and their pro¬ 
duce had been placed primarily in the 
hands of a group known as the French 
Breeders Syndicate. We were informed of 
their procedure and approved it. They 
had not made eligible any of the French 
horses or their produce imported into this 
country by the Remount Service. Neither 
these horses nor the other horses included 
in the first application had been properly 
identified. The application was returned 
to the Remount Service at its request. 

Regarding the generally confused con¬ 
ditions in Germany, we had received a let¬ 
ter from the French Breeders Syndicate as 
early as October, 1945, stating (as trans¬ 
lated ): 

Moreover, the chaos which actually 
exists in Germany has the effect that far 
from remaining where they were origi¬ 
nally exported to or reared, these ani¬ 
mals are now dispersed to the most 
diverse places. Their comings and 
goings and changes—even in the case 
of animals remaining where they were 
—give rise to an extremely grave doubt 
as to the origin of the produce. We 
have been the recipients at the head¬ 
quarters of our Syndicate of several ex¬ 
amples of the substitution of animals. 
The delivery of certificates of origin and 
covering certificates has been notified to 
us as being very doubtful in many 
places!’ 

In May, 1946, Colonel Hamilton, in 
anticipation of his second trip abroad, re¬ 
quested as to the papers which would be 
acceptable as a basis for registration. In 
view of the fact that the details of the Ger- 
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man situation were unknown and were 
extremely complicated both as to available 
means of identification and as to owner¬ 
ship—involving, as Colonel Hamilton 
stated in one of his articles, "a mass of 
conflicting claims”—it seemed impossible 
to give advice which would be of any real 
value. However, it was suggested that 
Colonel Hamilton come into the office of 
The Jockey Club and discuss the situation; 
but he was unable to do so before leaving. 

From published articles the impression 
may have been gained that The Jockey 
Club did not spend much time in investi¬ 
gating these matters or take any real in¬ 
terest, and that its action was arbitrary. 
The facts are entirely to the contrary. The 
applications received full and extended 
consideration; and, as in the past, The 
Jockey Club had a strong interest to assist 
the Remount Service. It may not be re¬ 
membered that The Jockey Club, through 
its Breeding Bureau, played an important 
part in the formation and setting-up of 
the Remount Service and over a period 
of many years has assisted it in various 
ways, including the gifts of numerous 
horses by its Breeding Bureau and its in¬ 
dividual members. However, uniformity 
of treatment—applicable to all persons, 
whether the Army, the Government or 
private citizens—is essential to the proper 
maintenance of a stud book. Eligibility 
must depend upon the identity of the 
horses, not of the applicants. The appli¬ 
cations in question, if made by private 
citizens, would certainly not have been 
granted. 

In connection with the first application, 
above mentioned, the following statement 
was made by Colonel Hamilton: 

"Upon my arrival in Germany, I 
found that the Union Club had been 
dissolved and absorbed by a Govern¬ 
ment agency. The Registrar of this 
agency was Herr Altenburg, known as 
Oberste Behorde fur Vollbut-Zucht und 


Rennen in Berlin. As registration pap¬ 
ers do not follow the animals as in this 
country, all papers were said to be in 
the hands of Herr Altenberg, where¬ 
abouts unknown’.’ 

The German export certificates sub¬ 
mitted with the second application were 
executed by some entirely new organiza¬ 
tion. The certificates were signed not by 
Kammer, the former Registrar of the Ger¬ 
man Stud Book, but by Altenburg (later 
located). Detailed investigation showed, 
among other things, that the export cer¬ 
tificates which accompanied the individual 
application blanks (comprising the sec¬ 
ond application) required the certification 
of identity marks by a veterinarian but that 
the export certificates did not contain such 
certification; that the papers did not com¬ 
ply with the registration requirement of 
The Jockey Club that, after importation of 
foreign horses, veterinarians’ certificates 
of identification must be filed; and that in 
numerous instances the identification 
marks on the individual application blanks 
differed from those on the accompanying 
export certificates. It was reported to us 
that at least ten of the horses covered by 
the second application (made in Septem¬ 
ber, 1946) arrived in this country in Oc¬ 
tober, 1945, the export certificates being 
dated in Germany some eight months 
after the horses arrived. Colonel Hamil¬ 
ton worked in Germany under extremely 
difficult conditions. He found that the 
thoroughbred records had been taken over 
by the German Government, that the 
breeding of horses had become a Nazi 
military activity, that most of the breeding 
farms had been operated for the Nazi 
Army, and that at the time of the Allied 
victory many of the original records had 
been destroyed, or taken by others than 
the Americans. In various instances own¬ 
ership of horses which had been taken by 
the Nazi Government was claimed by in¬ 
dividuals. The articles which have been 
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published are sufficient in themselves to 
show the confusion surrounding these 
horses. We were not willing to accept, in 
place of the certificates of recognized turf 
authorities, statements based upon records 
controlled by the Nazi Government or 
based upon affidavits of breeding-farm 
employees, the value of whose affidavits 
would have to depend upon an assumption 
that the persons who worked at the breed¬ 
ing farms were persons of peculiarly high 
integrity, living free from interference in 
a world of their own. It should be clear 
that such a method of procedure could 
not be followed without abdication by 
The Jockey Club of its obligations. 

By the resolution of the Stewards of 
The Jockey Club adopted on September 
27, 1946, registration was refused; it was 
determined that the German Stud Book 
would not be recognized for the present; 
and in conclusion it was stated: 

"At some future time, if conditions 
are then satisfactory to the Stewards of 
The Jockey Club, a study will be made 
to see whether the situation has recon¬ 
stituted itself to such an extent that the 
German Stud Book can be again recog¬ 
nized on the lines on which it was 
recognized before the war” 

It should not be forgotten that the pri¬ 
mary purpose of the importations was to 
improve the breed of Remount Service 
horses, and there is nothing in the lack of 
registration which prevents the accom¬ 
plishment of that purpose. It is impos¬ 
sible to admit to a stud book animals 
which would created present uncertainty 
and would spread the uncertainty through¬ 
out future generations.

Legislation 

Thus far there have been few bills 
introduced into Maryland’s legislative 
hopper that will effect racing. The Special 
Session of 1946 took care, for the time 
being, at least, of the taxation phase of 
racing, and Senate Bill 101 will take care 
of the rest of the changes and moderniza¬ 
tions of the law approved by the Legisla¬ 
tive Council. This bill, which still contains 
some notably curious ambiguities, is said 
to be slated for withdrawal for clarifica¬ 
tion. Senate Bill 46 removes the State Fair 
Board from the control of the Racing 
Commission and sets it up as a separate 
State agency. 

One bill alone has been introduced into 
the House, this being sponsored by Dele¬ 
gate A. Gordon Boone, of Baltimore 
County, though it is reported to be the 
original thought of a local owner-breeder. 
House Bill 165 would require the four 
major tracks to give priority in stabling to 
"Maryland horses and Maryland stables!’ 
Were this bill passed, with the fast local 
spread of ownership of Thoroughbreds, it 
is not inconceivable that the time might 
soon come when important stables which 
have for years furnished the "name” 
horses that have featured our important 
stakes, would be forced to stay away from 
Maryland, should the stalls be required for 
locally owned platers. 

The 1947 Legislature has only been at 
work a month as yet, so we are sure to see 
many more racing bills dropped into the 
hoppers. Of a surety there will be the 
perennial attempt to introduce dog racing 
with mutuel betting, which is said to be 
coming "as a wolf in sheep’s clothing!’

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More About German 
Thoroughbreds 

By Colonel F. L. Hamilton 

Colonel Hamilton has released addi¬ 
tional information with regard to the 
Army’s German Thoroughbreds which we 
print herewith. The matter of their regis¬ 
tration appears to have reached an im¬ 
passe, with The Jockey Club holding the 
best position. Perhaps Colonel Hamilton’s 
suggestion at the conclusion of his article 
might offer a reasonable solution to the 
problem. Meanwhile, transfer of the 
horses, along with the rest of the Remount 
activities, from the Army to the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture is aivaited daily. 
Editor. 

The statement of the New York Jockey 
Club, (that has appeared in many of the 
leading horse publications,—and that was 
mailed directly to horsemen all over the 
country) in further explanation of their 
refusal to recognize Thoroughbreds im¬ 
ported from Germany,—has been read 
with interest. 

Analysis of this statement reveals the 
following points: 

1. The Jockey Club has always been a sup¬ 
porter of the Remount Service. 

2. The mission of the Remount Service is 
to breed half-breds and "lack of regis¬ 
tration can have no effect” on that 
mission. 

3. The Jockey Club believes that the 
proper registration authority in Ger¬ 
many is the Union Club. 

4. The Jockey Club finds certain technical 
flaws in the Export Certificates sub¬ 
mitted to them, and notes a discrepancy 
in the dates on some of them. 

5. The Jockey Club infers that the Re¬ 
mount expects consideration beyond 
that which would be granted an in¬ 
dividual. 

6. The Jockey Club places great credence 
in the French Breeders Syndicate and is 


committed to the dictates of that foreign 
organization. 

7. The New York Jockey Club has given 
this matter great study. "The applica¬ 
tions received full and extended con¬ 
sideration.” 

The Remount Service has been reluc¬ 
tant to make a public debate of this issue. 
However, in view of the turn the situation 
has taken, we are now determined that the 
facts shall be brought to light by any and 
all means deemed appropriate. 

The assistance of the members of the 
Jockey Club in the creation of the Re¬ 
mount Breeding Plan and, in support of 
its activities, is well known and thoroughly 
appreciated. The relationship has been 
agreeable and, in spite of differences in 
viewpoint, it is hoped that it will remain 
so. This fact, however, as well as the pri¬ 
mary mission of the Remount, is far afield 
from the subject under discussion. That 
a United States Governmental agency dis¬ 
agrees with a decision of the Jockey Club, 
can hardly be looked upon as filial in¬ 
gratitude. 

The Remount Service has data and evi¬ 
dence which we believe would have an¬ 
swered the questions raised by the Jockey 
Club in their recent release. This evidence 
was not called for prior to their refusal to

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register the horses, nor has it been called 
for since. We have had no advice from 
the Jockey Club of any technical discrep¬ 
ancies in the certificates we have submitted 
to them. We have not been called into 
consultation at any time, even upon their 
receipt of the all-important letter from the 
French in October, 1945. That letter ar¬ 
rived in New York about the time of ar¬ 
rival of our first shipment of horses. It 
arrived at a time when the Remount Serv¬ 
ice knew far more about the horse situa¬ 
tion in the American Zone in Germany 
than did any Frenchman or group of 
Frenchmen. This I will explain below, 
but first let us again touch on the German 
Union Club. 

Perhaps we have added to the confusion 
at 250 Park Avenue as to the proper 
Thoroughbred authority in Germany, by 
quoting both Altenberg and Kammer. Let 
us repeat that since World War l, the 
Union Club has had no control over Ger¬ 
man Breeding or Racing. After War I, 
there was organized the "Oberste Behorde 
fur Vollbut-Zucht und Rennen!’ (The 
Supreme Authority for Thoroughbred 
Breeding and Racing.) This was not a 
Nazi organization, but the organization of 
the German Republic. The Union Club 
continued for a time as keeper of the Stud 
Book under the supervision of this Su¬ 
preme Authority. In the early thirties The 
Union Club Registrar, Kammer who signs 
himself "Leader of the Stud Book" was 
physically transferred from the Union 
Club to the new organization, along with 
his personnel and records. From Volume 
XX of the German Stud Book onward, 
the name of the Union Club disappears 
from the title sheet and the "Oberste 
Behorde, etc!’ appears instead. For several 
years The Union Club has existed as a 
social club only. Altenberg was appointed 
General Secretary of the "Supreme Au¬ 
thority" in 1933. Our export certificates 
are signed by him as the Senior Officer, 
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although the papers were prepared by 
Kammer’s office. We had found Alten¬ 
berg established in the British Zone , long 
before our first horses were shipped. 

On some of the horses of the first ship¬ 
ment, we have two Export Certificates. 
The first one was secured at time of ship¬ 
ment in 1945, and at a time when the Ger¬ 
man Registrar’s office was being harassed 
by certain of our allies. We secured an¬ 
other Exnort Certificate during our second 
trip, with the Registrar’s office working 
under more favorable conditions. This we 
did only to complete and to substantiate 
the first ones. Hence the eight months 
variance in dates which the Jockey Club 
has noted. A telephone call or a letter 
from the Jockey Club would not have 
been too much for the Remount to expect 
on points such as this. 

The Jockey Club infers that the Re¬ 
mount seeks consideration bevond that 
which they would grant an individual. We 
have had no such thought. It is self- 
evident, however, that the power of a pri¬ 
vate club to depreciate the property values 
of either the United States Government or 
of an individual, with no provision for 
appeal, is questionable. 

Furthermore, the two cases are not 
parallel. We travelled to Germany on 
official busitiess and not as individuals. We 
had available to us the authority, the re¬ 
sources and the information of a powerful 
occupational force. This was no one-man 
operation. Many Americans, in responsible 
positions, lent their active and moral sup¬ 
port to the correct accomplishment of the 
mission. As an example, The Intelligence 
Officer of the European Theater assigned, 
to us Master Sgt. Friedlander, CIC, at the 
outset of our second trip. Friedlander was 
born in Germany and lived there until he 
was eighteen. He is mature; a man of high 
intelligence and character and, since com¬ 
ing to America, has acquired a couple of 
degrees in Engineering and a devout 
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Americanism that all would do well to 
emulate. He speaks German fluently and 
has an intimate knowledge of the country 
and of its people. He fought through the 
European campaign with distinction and 
on the most confidential missions. He was 
selected not only because of these qualifi¬ 
cations, but because he is a good amateur 
horseman, with an insatiable curiosity in 
horse matters. He was with us constantly. 

Sgt. Friedlander has returned to civil 
life and is in this country. The Jockey 
Club, with its lack of foreign representa¬ 
tives, would do well to interview him. 

In fact, the crux of the whole problem 
seems to be the fact that the "Jockey Club 
cannot be equipped to make its own in¬ 
vestigations in foreign countries” and pre¬ 
fers to ally itself for such information with 
the French Breeders Syndicate rather than 
with the American Remount Service. 
Knowing the facts as tve do, this would be 
amusing were it not so damaging to our 
personal and patriotic ego, and so trying 
to our self control. 

The French Syndicate has created the 
impression in the minds of the Jockey 
Club that all was chaos all over Germany 
after the war. The Jockey Club tries to 
reinforce this impression with our state¬ 
ment that "there was a mass of conflicting 
claims” This statement was made by us 
as to "ownership” claims and had no refer¬ 
ence to identity of the horses. In this con¬ 
nection, we continue to maintain that the 
"international claims” aspects of this 
proposition are well outside the province, 
real or assumed, of the New York Jockey 
Club. 

As a matter of fact, the country -side of 
western Germany was, considering the cir¬ 
cumstances, calm, serene and functioning 
quite normally; to a far greater degree 
than was the French country-side. The 
damage in western Germany was in the 
towns and cities and resulted largely from 
air action. Germans generally, do not be¬ 


come very "chaotic” as do some of their 
neighbors. 

As stated in a previous statement, there 
■was confusion of a sort in the German 
Registrar’s office (in another Zone) re¬ 
sulting from raids on the office by allied 
officers; and,. .. There was a bad situation 
in the breeding farms of lsaarland, near 
Munich. 

Heretofore, we have said little about 
lsaarland lest we further complicate the 
picture. Nor have we said much about the 
Frenchman who accompanied us during 
most of our first trip through Germany. 
The time seems to have come to discuss the 
weight and validity of the advice of the 
French Syndicate, which the Jockey Club 
accepts so eagerly. 

At the time of our first trip, and long 
after their October, 1945 letter, French¬ 
men could not enter the American Zone 
without the permission of the American 
Commander which was rarely granted. 
Their constant clamor for the return of 
their French horses, and their repeated re¬ 
quests to travel about in the American 
Zone to search for them, had met with no 
success. At our request, one Frenchman 
was permitted to travel with us in Ger¬ 
many; and this Frenchman was, and prob¬ 
ably still is, one of the most active and im¬ 
portant members of the repatriation com¬ 
mittee of the French Syndicate. He was 
completely dependent upon us for trans¬ 
portation, guidance and for information. 
At no farm visited did he question the an¬ 
nounced identity of a horse until we 
reached lsaarland. 

lsaarland, consisting of four or five 
breeding farms and training establish¬ 
ments, was the personal plaything of the 
Na 2 i thug Weber and was a "mess” 
Weber, of course, was gone as was most of 
the help. A couple of old caretakers were 
in charge at each farm. Hundreds of mares 
and young horses of all ages were turned 
out in barren paddocks and were literally 
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starving to death. Not only was the identi¬ 
fication of horses well nigh impossible, but 
the farms appeared to be perfect incuba¬ 
tors for all known horse breeding diseases. 

The Frenchman, a good horseman, was 
lost. With no competent German present 
to inform him, he couldn’t distinguish be¬ 
tween "Nellie” and "Fanny” although 
he had trained many of the "Nellys” and 
"Fannys” 

No American was in charge and appar¬ 
ently no American of authority had visited 
the place. We arranged for Major J. P. 
Owens, Third Army Remount Officer, who 
was in command of the ex-German Re¬ 
mount Depot at Donnauworth, to take 
over these horses, as an additional duty. 
He staffed the place and went to work. 

We Americans were as suspicious of 
Isaarland as we had been confident of 
other places visited. Although there were 
some fine looking horses, we selected only 
four for our initial shipment. Of these, 
one stallion has since died in the hands of 
an agent in Texas. Two mares, after being 
carefully tested for cleanliness, were 
shipped to Fort Reno and added to the 
half-bred band. The New York Jockey 
Club has not been asked to register any of 
these four animals. We have not felt that 
we could conscientiously ask them to do so. 

Not so, the French. They viewed this 
"chaotic” spot with far less concern. They 
promptly claimed most of the horses at 
Isaarland, and their claim met with no 


opposition. As a result, a material per¬ 
centage of horses that the Americans have 
shipped back to France from Germany 
were from Isaarland. It is reported that 
they have been registered in France and 
that many of the young horses are racing 
there. These young horses, foaled in Ger¬ 
many, must have been identified on the 
word of Germans and on evidence passed 
to the French by American Officers. If 
there are any horses whose identity might 
possibly be questionable, they are these 
Isaarland horses. 

Is it reasonable that the French Breeders 
Syndicate working on information ac¬ 
quired from and through the American 
Army are technically qualified in turn to 
sit, in judgment on the horses selected by 
the American Army? Are they morally 
qualified to do so when they have regis¬ 
tered young horses with poorer credentials 
than those in America whose recognition 
they protest? 

By what line of reasoning do German 
Records and the "words of Nazis” become 
purified and more acceptable by passing 
through the hands of a French Breeders 
Syndicate, an organization with no known 
official standing? 

In the face of such a situation, it would 
appear that fact and logic are useless, and 
that another approach is necessary. 

I would, therefore, suggest the follow¬ 
ing to the Jockey Club: 

That we refer the matter to a disin-

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terested committee of two; that the Jockey 
Club and the Remount each designate a 
man who is an experienced horseman of 
national reputation; that neither be in any 
way associated with either the Jockey Club 
or the Remount; that they both be Amer¬ 
icans. That these two men inventory and 
evaluate the evidence in the hands of the 
Remount; inspect the horses, and, if 
deemed advisable, travel to Germany to 
further substantiate the facts; or, bring 
German horsemen to this country. 

We are not convinced that we have had 
a hearing so far, and we are not content to 
place our fate in the hands of a French 
Breeders Syndicate.

Steeplechase Report 

The annual report of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunts Association has 
lately been received, and in it we note that 
Marylanders have, as usual, played a good 
part in the year’s ’chasing picture. One 
notes that, among the tracks, Pimlico stood 
third in distribution to the leppers, behind 
only Belmont Park and Aqueduct, the 
Maryland Jockey Club having distributed 
$114,770 for the timber-topping sport. 
Laurel’s distribution in 1946 amounted to 
$53,650, while Bel Air gave $8,600 and 
Timonium $4,000. 

Among the owners Rigan McKinney 
stood in seventh place nationally and led 
the local contingent, his score being 8 
wins, worth $30,690. Mrs. Corliss 
Sullivan, Mr. McKinney’s mother, came 
next with 4 wins worth $15,535. Mrs. 
Henry Obre, with 4 wins and $14,760 
stood next on the list. Well placed were 
John Bosley, Jr., Thomas T. Mott and the 
Clynmalyra Stud. The Maryland-bred 
Elkridge stood third on the national win¬ 
nings list with $35,675 to his credit, Rigan 
McKinney’s Navigate placing well with 
$18,605 as his earnings.

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What is a "Return''? 

At the recent meeting of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association in Baltimore 
the perennial question of the definition of 
the term "return” was brought up. There 
are many breeders who have their own 
various definitions of the term, but there 
is neither uniformity nor proper under¬ 
standing as there should be. It is very sure 
that any mare owner booking a season to 
a stallion standing for $. . and Return, 
should inform himself as to what the 
stallion owner means before signing a con¬ 
tract or making any commitment. 

Too often a mare owner will think that 
he has the right to return a mare year after 
year if she persists in failing to conceive. 
Too often will stallion owners fail to ex¬ 
plain that a return is for the same mare 
only, or for one year only, or whatever 
his meaning of return may be. Custom¬ 
arily a mare may be returned for one year 
if she fails to produce a foal, though fre¬ 
quently, should a mare slip, the stallion 
owner will refuse a return as his horse has 
performed his duty and gotten the mare 
in foal. 
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There is a lot of give and take in these 
interpretations, but the fact remains that 
the breeding industry would be in a more 
secure position were it to universally adopt 
an interpretation of the term that might 
be acceptable to all stallion and mare 
owners. To this end a group of the largest 
breeding farm owners in Kentucky agreed 
a few years ago to adopt the following 
definition of the term: Return allowed for 
the following season if the mare fails to 
produce a foal that stands alone and sucks. 
Should the stallion be sold, die, or be unfit 
for service following season, money will 
be refunded. This is a fair proposition that 
gives mare and stallion owner good value 
for the money spent. 

It was voted at the breeders’ meeting 
that the Association should try to find, by 
polling stallion owners, what sort of a 
definition of "return” would be acceptable 
to all, and whether all of Maryland’s 
stallion owners would agree to abide by 
this definition, should it be possible to 
arrive at one that all would accept. Noth¬ 
ing can be done this season, but it is hoped 
that we shall have a definite clarification 
that will be acceptable to all before the 
1948 breeding season comes along.

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National Capital Horse Show

The following account of the Washing¬ 
ton Show was received from Mrs. Christ¬ 
mas on her return from her wedding trip 
with her newly acquired husband, B. Frank 
(Happy) Christmas, Jr. Our correspondent 
swears that she had intended sending in 
the copy right after the show, but was 
”distracted by other issues” at stake. We 
apologize for our tardy coverage of the 
event. Editor. 

There are few horses out today who 
could do it—but Jane Pohl’s easy-striding, 
airy-jumping Fitzrada proved himself to 
be among the best of them as he won not 
only the jumper championship of the Na¬ 
tional Capital Horse Show at Ft. Myer, 
Va., Dec. 6-8, but also major honors 
among working hunters. 

Fitzrada is a 16-year-old chestnut, a 
Government-bred son of Fitzgibbon pur¬ 
chased by the Pohls while Jane’s father, an 
Army colonel, was stationed in Hawaii. 
Now they’re living in Leesburg, Va., and 
the grand old leaper is a familiar sight in 
Maryland-Virginia show rings. 

No horsemen would have denied Fitz- 
rada’s ability—but at Ft. Myer, many be¬ 
came convinced that he’s one of the finest 
fencers showing today. He was ending a 
season that would have meant shaky 
underpinnings for most horses — cam¬ 
paigning almost every Sunday, hunting, 
hacking and then the long, wearying trip 
to New York for the National Horse 
Show. 

But Fitzrada just kept on improving, to 
such an extent that even super-self-confi¬ 
dent "Cappy” Smith and his highly-touted 
Chamorro had to take a back seat. "Fitz” 
as his young owner-rider calls him, was at 
his best in the unusual in-and-out class for 
open horses, in which five fences, ranging 
from 3 to 5 feet, were placed 16 or 24 
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feet apart to be jumped consecutively. 
Bringing all his natural bounce into ac¬ 
tion, Fitzrada couldn’t be beaten. 

While he was jumping in every open 
class, Jane had to keep the old horse 
prepped for the working hunter division, 
in which she’d also entered him. Friends 
spoke to her rather severely about this, 
pointing out that Fitzrada’s dual role 
might tire him out so completely that he 
couldn’t win the jumper crown. They 
reckoned, however, without the horse’s 
GI constitution. 

On the last day of the show—after hav¬ 
ing been overlooked earlier in such com¬ 
pany as Arlene D. Brooks’ Bugler and 
Betty Jane Baldwin’s Brandywine—Fitz¬ 
rada came through with two of the best 
hunter performances of the entire outing 
to win both the ladies’ working and the 
$1000 working stake. 

Maryland-owned mounts couldn’t crash 
into the horse championship brackets, but 
did pick up a sizable share of Saturday 
morning’s junior classes. 

Billy Hoy’s aptly named pint-sized 
entry, Surprise, won every class he entered 
to win the title hands down with 20 points, 
far in advance of Catherine E. Bosley’s 
Napoleon. 

Note: It was wrongly reported to 
us and printed last month that Napoleon 
topped Surprise. We regret the error. 

Real standout from the viewpoint of 
spectators was Mrs. George E. Braun’s 
Connecticut import, the gray gelding Pabst 
Brew, with one of the nation’s top young 
riders, 18-year-old Anne Morningstar, up. 
Those who had seen Anne’s smooth per¬ 
formances in horsemanship and hunter 
classes with her own steady Better Marked 
were amazed at her ability aboard two 
open horses that required hand-riding 
every inch of the way—Pabst Brew and 
her mother’s entry. Play Girl.

Merryland Farm, at Hyde, Maryland, 
the breeding and training establishment of 
progressive Danny and Marty Shea, is get¬ 
ting a new electric starting gate this spring. 
This is another step in the Sheas’ program 
to make their farm outstanding among the 
"professional” establishments of the State. 
The new gate will make it possible for 
youngsters handled at Merryland to be 
completely schooled and prepared for rac¬ 
ing before going to the track, which will 
enable trainers to spend more time in con¬ 
ditioning their charges. 

More space will be provided for brood¬ 
mares when the new 28-stall barn is com¬ 
pleted. The building, now under construc¬ 
tion, is of weather-proofed cinder block.

December 23. With Fred Ellis, 
newly appointed in charge of the horses 
at the Pistorio Farm at Ellicott City we 
visited this stud farm today. There are 
not many horses at the place at present, 
but there are some very promising fillies 
destined for the stud, though the stallion, 
The Rhymer, will probably be raced this 
year, with the mares mainly going away 
for service. No breeder takes more per¬ 
sonal interest in his stock than does the 
energetic Sam Pistorio, who showed us his 
stakes winner of last Fall, Golden Bull, 
with pardonable pride. This son of # Bull 
Dog, bought at Lexington by his owner as 
a yearling, is wintering well and looks like 
making a good three-year-old. 

December 26. Drove down through 
quiet Southern Maryland and across the 
great new bridge at Morgantown today, 
with the Robert E. Lee Memorial Founda¬ 
tion at Stratford Hall as our destination. 
There were always one or two Thorough¬ 
bred mares on the plantation in the days 
of the Lee family's occupation, and so, 
once again, there are today. We went 
down with a Maryland breeder who was 
interested in buying the one weanling colt 
on offer this year, and a likely youngster 
he turned out to be. No doubt he will 
soon be in another stable. It was very in¬ 
teresting to be shown around the grand 
old building, now practically restored to 
its ante-bellum condition, thanks to the 
generosity of public spirited citizens the 
country over. Stratford Hall is an easy 
drive and well w r orth a visit. 

December 27. Spent most of the day 
at Annapolis, observing the passage of the 
racing bill through the Senate and House, 
in special session assembled. Tonight it 
appears that Maryland has a safe and 
sound tax basis, as far as racing goes, for 
the first time in history. There was no 
opposition to the measure, which was the 
result of long sessions between track repre¬ 
sentatives and the Legislative Council.
